now form practically four-fifths of the 
entire foreign commerce of the United 
States, their aggregate importation and 
exportation In the nine months' ending 
with March, 1910, having been 1967 
million dollars, or 7S per cent of the 
total of 2516 million representing the 
imports and domestic exports of the 
country. 


Of this:1987 million dollars' worth of 


commerce transacted by .or' on behalf 
of the manufacturing industries, im- 
ports supplied 939 million and exports 
1028 
million. Of the Imports, 439 mil- 


lion dollars represented the value of 
the.raw materials, 217 imported manu- 
factures for further use in manufac- 
turing, and 283 million 
manufactures 


ready for consumption. Of the exports 
4C.7 million dollars was tho value of 
raw materials of domestic production 
supplied for manufacturing industries 
In foreign countries, 200 million partly 
manufactured, domestic materials, arid 
361 million domestic manufactures ex- 
ported in finished form. The foregoing 
figures are the result of an analysis of 
the latest figures .of foreign commerce 
recently made by the bureau of statis- 
tics of the department of commerce 
and labor.

1908: shows, for the United Kingdom, a 
sr,?wth from "B8 million dollars to 3394 
million, an Increase of '430 million or 
45 1-2 per cent; for Germany, a growth 
from 36B million to 996 million, an in- 
crease of 640 million, or 180 per cent; 
for France, a growth from 339 million 
to 486 million, an Increase of 147 mil- 
lion, or 43 per cent, and for the United 
States, a growth from 182 million to 
7oO million, an increase of 628 million 
or 515 per cent.

TION LAST NIGHT 


LONDON, 
Hay 
6.—The kingdom 


waa thrown into consternation last 
night by the sudden and totally unex- 
pected announcement that King Ed- 
ward was suffering from bronchitis in 
a form which causrd some anxiety to 
his physicians, two of whom slept in 
Buckingham palace last, night In order 
to be on hand in case of need. 
The 


first intimation 
tl>at anything was 


amiss was the failure of the king to 
meet the queen who returned from the 
continent last evening. It has been the 
king's invariable rule to be present on 
the queen's arrival from any out of 
town journey, nnd his absence last 
evening waa mnrte the subject of sren- 
cral comment immediately it was cot- 
ed. 


The queen hurried to tho palace and 


soon afterwards the public learned by 
an official announcement that the king 
had been 111 for two days. 
The ."act 
that his illness had been thus concjal- 
«1 from public notice increased 
the 


alarm when oncu it became generally 
known. The king suffered from a sim- 
ilar attack at Biarritz, owing to iho 
Inclement weather and cold winds, but 
It was supposed that he had complete- 
ly recovered, especially ns he attended 
the opera at Covcnt .Garden within 
three hours of his.arrival in London 
from Biarritz last Wednesday. 


On Thursday the king had a busy 


day. 
He gave an audience to Field 
Marshal Lord Kitchener, and Premier 
Asqulth. and visited tho Royal acad- 
emy. On Friday also ho' gave several 
audiences and entertained Mr. and Mr^. 
Herbert J. Gladstone, at a farewell 
luncheon on their departure for South 
Africa, and visited tho theatre in the 
evening. 


This social activity tended to reas- 
sure the public 
mind, 
but 
It was 


noticed that while his majesty viis 
viewing the pictures at the Royal ac.a-1- 
cmy, ho looked pnlo and fatigued nnd 
lacked his customary zest and spright- 
liness. and tho members of his rn- 
louragc feared that this might hetoiiiMi 
n return of tho throat and chest trou- 
ble. The king spent tho xvook-eml at 
Sandrlnghnm with tho object of com- 
batting the threatened attack1 nnd re- 
turned apparently bettor, but tho. si.d- 
den changes in tho weather this week 
were- very trying to his majesty and 
linally compelled him to kcop indoors,

to state business, 


however, nnd grnnted midlcni'.rs, it,- 
eludlng among others on Tuesday on 
audionce tn Whltelaw Held, the Ameri- 
can ambassador and Lord Roberts.

only yesterday that bis physicians wore 
nhle. to Induce tlm king with great re- 
luctance to keep to his bed room nnd 
take a complnto rest.

ACCIDENTS IN 
PICTURE THEATRES. 


In New York last week there was a serious accident in one of the 


picture theatres in which several people were injured. 
Since the-introduCr 


tion of the new regulations for the management of picture theatres in this 
state, there have been few accidents. The state police show great vigilance 
in looking after the mechanical appliances used and in guarding against 
accidents. 
The'regulations now in force seem to be very effective for 


that purpose. 


STATES CAN PROTECT 
THEMSELVES AGAINST TRUSTS. 


Two important decisions were handed down by ihe supreme court this 


week dealing with the matter of state rights and affirming in each case the 
sovereign right of the state to regulate commerce within its boundaries. 
Other states, notably Texas and Kansas, have passed rigfd laws against 
the operation of trusts, and after all this is the most effective method of 
restraining combinations in restraint of trade. 


.Heretofore, the whole country, or at least a large portion of it, has 


looked to Washington for redress which more directly lies in the hands of 
stale authorities The state has absolute power to rid itself of the operation 
of trusts. All that is needed is to find the evidence, and where the trusts 
are really operative the finding of evidence should be an easy matter.

It is very seldom that King Edward sends ont a personal note to the 


public. In this respect he is probably the most silent monarch on earth. 
His majesty, however, has recently caused a public announcement to bo 
made that he does not want his name to bo mixed up in 
political con- 


troversies. This is probably a result of the speculation as to what lie will 
do in rei'ercnce to Premier Asquith's request that the king should create 
enough liberal peers to carry Hie resolution annulling the veto power of 
the house of lords on measures passed by the commons. 
Should the king 


refuse to do this then Premier Asquith will appeal to the country, and if a 
verdict be returned in his favor, the lords will probably sign 
their own 


death warrant. . 


. 
. It is hoped the present alarming illness of the king will not have 


serious results. • 


THE BOSTON 
DEADLOCK. 


Judging from the. fact that the civil service commission has not con- 


firmed any of Mayor Fitzgerald's appointments, it appears that the arrange- 
ment which gives the commission the power to hold up any or all of his 
appointments will not work, at least while the commission is constituted as 
nt present. The appointments by Mayor Fitzgerald thus far, with one or 
two exceptions, have commanded very general approval and commendation, 
the civil service commission alone withholding its sanction. 
Thus we see 


a deadlock in operation to obstruct the transaction of public business in the' 
city of Boston and to baffle the one official who has to hear all the responsi- 
bility.

evidence of fair-mindedness towards the mayor of Boston, i{ must 
be 


changed in the interests of the people of Boston. It is wrong to hold the 
mayor responsible without giving 
him 
the 
power

THE 
SCHOOL FRATERNITIES. 


The board of education nt Bridgeport, Conn., has decided to abolish 


all the school fraternities. That is a step in the right 'direction. The school 
fraternities as conducted in high schools, serve only 
to 
demoralize 
the 


schools, to create dnss distinctions, to injure discipline.and 
retard ' the 


progress of the members. 
In this respect what is true of a fraternity in 


Bridgeport is equally true of such fraternities in other cities. 


So far as wo. have been able to judge, the fraternities unless directed 


by the teachers are detrimental rather than otherwise. 
A good debating 


society that would teach the members parliamentary procedure and enable 
them'to express themselves clearly in debate, is very useful to any young 
man. 
The secret fraternity as conducted in most of the schools. liowevoit 


does not 'answer this purpose. 
It would be well to have the dcbatinc 


society under the supervision of the teacher?, take the place of the secret 
fraternities that have recently become so numerous and have almost with- 
out exception proved not only worthless but injurious to the members and 
to the schools in which, thev exist.

was the Palace of Justice, erected by Andrew Carnegie's gift of $100,000.. 
Jt is believed that Dr. Becanegra, the Guatemalan magistrate to the Central 
American arbitration court, wa.s 
killed. His wife and child are said to have 


perished. 


According to reports received here from Sau. Jose the refugees say 


that communication between Cartago and outside points has been inter- 
rupted aud much damage has been done along the railroad line.leading to 
Port Limon. The shocks threw the 10,000 inhabitants into a panic. The 
authorities, however, kept their heads and, martial law hoiiig declared, 
promptly began the work of rescue. 
Some 400 bodies hav« been taken., 


from the ruins and the, injured who escaped mill their lives will add several 
hundred to the total casualties.

ACCIDENTS IN 
PICTURE THEATRES. 


In New York last week there was a serious accident in one of .the 


picture theatres-in which several people were injured. Since the'introduc- 
tion of the new regulations for the management of picture theatres in this 
state, there have been few accidents. The state police show great vigilance 
in looking after the mechanical appliances used and in guarding against 
accidents. 
The regulations now in force seem to be very effective for 


that purpose. 


STATES CAN PROTECT 
THEMSELVES 
AGAINST 
TRUSTS. 


Two important decisions were handed down by the supreme court this 


week dealing with the matter of state rights and affirming in each case the 
sovereign right of the state to regulate commerce within its boundaries. 
Other, stales, notably Tesas and Kansas, have passed rigid laws against 
the operation of trusts, and after all this is the most effective method of 
restraining combinations in restraint of trade. 


Heretofore, the whole country, or. at least a large portion of it, has 


looked to Washington for redress which, 'more directly lies in the hands of 
state authorities The state has absolute power to rid itself of the operation 
of trusts. All that is needed is lo find the evidence, and where the trusts 
are really operative the (finding of evidence should be an easy matter. 


KING 
EDWARD 
AND 
POLITICS. 


It is very seldom (hat King Edward sends out a personal note to the 


public. In this respect he is probably the most silent monarch on earth. 
His majesty, however, has recently caused a public announcement to be 
made that he does not want his name to be mixed up iu political con- 
troversies. This is probably a result of the speculation as to what ho will 
do in reference to Premier Asquith's request that the Idug should create 
enough liberal peers to carry the resolution annulling the veto power of 
the house of lords on measures passed by the commons. Should the king 
refuse to do this then Premier Asquith will appeal to the country, and if a 
verdict be returned in his favor, the lords will probably sign (heir 
own 


.death warrant. 


It is hoped the present .alarming illness of the king will not have 


serious results. 


THE BOSTON 
DEADLOCK. 


Judging from the fact that the civil service commission has not con- 


firmed any of Mayor Mtzgerald's appointments, it appears that the arrange- 
ment which gives the commission the power to hold up any or all of his 
appointments will not work, at lenst while the commission is constituted as 
at present. The appointments by Mayor Fitzgerald thus far, with one or 
two exceptions, have commanded very general approval and commendation, 
the civil service commission alone withholding its sanction. Thus we see 
'a deadlock in operation to obstruct the transaction of public business in the 
city of Boston and lo baffle the one official who has to bear all the responsi- 
bility.

commission gives 


evidence of fair-mindedness towards the mayor of Boston, it 
must 
be 


changed in the interests of the people of Boston. It is wrong to hold the 
mayor responsible without giving 
him the 
power necessary 
to 
set 


things right. 


THE 
SCHOOL FRATERNITIES. 


The board of education at Bridgeport, Conn., has decided to abolish 


all the school fraternities. That is a step in the right direction. The school 
fraternities as conducted in high schools, serve only to demoralize 
the 


schools, to create class distinctions, to injure discipline and 
retard 
the 


progress of the members. In this respect what is true of a fraternity in 
Bridgeport is equally true oi: such fraternities in other cities. 


So far as we hare been able to judge, the fraternities unless directed 


by the teachers are detrimental rather,than otherwise. A good debating 
society that would teach the members parliamentary procedure and enable 
them to express themselves clearly in debate, is very useful to any young 


man. 
The secret fraternity as conducted in most of the schools, however, 


does not. answer this purpose. 
It would be well to have the debating 


society under the supervision of the teachers, take the place of the secret 
fraternities that have recently become so numerous and have almost with- 
out exception proved not only worthless but injurious to the members and 
to the schools in which they exist.
